Diphtheria . This  case  occurred  in  January  in  a re n-- immunised 
child. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Those  cases  wore  scattered  tliroughout  the  year  and 
v/oro  all  of  a mild  type. 

Influenzal  Pneumonia,  Those  cases  occurred  in  December  and  formed 

r part  of  a fairly  severe  outbreak  of  influenza 

which  affected  the  whole  country. This  outbreak  was  responsible  for 
throe  deaths  in  the  Borough  including  those  owe  notified  cases  of 
influenzal  pnoumoni a . 

Gases  of  infectious  disease  were  removed, when  necessary, to  Merthyr 
Isolation  Hospital  and  the  total  number  removed  is  shown  below;

In  addition  advertisements  wore  placed  In  the  press, parents  were 
circularised  and  advisory  visits  wore  made  by  the  County  Council 
Health  Visitor  and  also  by  the  members  of  the  Borough  Council.
